I been Refreſhed in Megtings with him, after my Con- 
vincement ; and 1n this 196A he hath been frequeat in

he ſuffered the Abuſe and Cruelty of the Wicked for 
Chrifts ſake, being Weak and Intirm in Body, in whieh 
Weakneſs he came to this Town; where he had with us a 
good' Mecting, though in much Weakneſs of Body, and 
many weighty things opened in him, to the Satisfying and 
Encouraging Friends in their Teſtimonies for Gods Fo ruth, 


and how well it ſhould be with all ſich,and preſſed Friends 
to an cxamination of themſelves, that they might not be 
of thoſe forts of Grounds that fails in bringing forth Fruit 
to the.

deſiring their everiaſting Good ; and as to his Wite, he 
ſaid to a Friend, John Seantbebury, That when the Lord 
fbould take away: bis Life, that he witht write Comfortably 
wnto her, and I hope (be will take that care, that the Children 
may be brought - in the Fear and Conrſcl of the Lord, the 
earneſt off my Heart hath been 'o the | ord for my Wife, that 
ſhe may be kept in the Trath, ard for all Friends ; and fince 
it is my lot, after many great Labours and Travels for the 
Service of Truth, for me to' come here, and lay down my 
Body here, I am well ſatisfied at Gods Will and Pleeſme, and 
aw at this time free and clear in my Mind, willing tobe with 
God, Then makirg ſome paulc he ſaid, Oh, Friends, keep 
in mima your Latter End, and that will make you draw nigh 
io the Lord, and [ck after him. And further faid, Friends, 
take heed that you-loſe not an Heavenly Inheritance for a3 
Earthly.. And the day before he Dyed, being the firlt day 
of the Week, he ſpoke to Friends as they were going tov 
Mecting, minding his dear Love to all Friends, and faid, 
The Lords Preſence be amongſt you, fer hu Preſence hath 
| x atineved. 
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#trended we in all wy Labonrs and Travels, Sufſerings and 
Exerciſes for his Name ſake: And his End drawing near, 
his Body being very loaw,he could not ſpeak many Words 
more, but continued for ſome time, even till the laſt Mo- 
ment, in a ſweet Harmony, and lifting up his Hands, 
whereby. Friends underſtood that his Life was freſh and 
green in the everlaſting Love of God, and 'ia that ſweet 
ſound of heavenly Praiſes unto the Lord, in much Quiet- 
nefs' and Peace he gave up the Ghoſt. So ſecing it was 
* ordered that his latter End was to be 1n this place, where 
he was greatly beloved, and reccived in much tenderneſs 
for the Goſpels ſake, we thought our ſelves greatly con- 
cerned to give this faithful and truc Relation concerning 
- him, to fatisfe all Friends unto whom this may came, or 
who defires to know of lus going hence, and parting out 
| of this mortal Life, being a faithful account from an Eye
